JOINT US-SOVIET COMMUNIQUE 

IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE PREVIOUSLY ANNOUNCED AGREE- 
MENT, A WORKING MEETING BETWEEN THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED 
STATES OE AMERICA GERALD R. FORD AND THE GENERAL SECRETARY 
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OF THE CENTRAL COMMITTEE OE THE COMMUNIST PARTY OF THE SOVIET 
UNION L. I. BREZHNEV TOOK PLACE IN THE AREA OF VLADIVOSTOK 
ON NOVEMBER 23 AND 24, 1974. TAKING PART IN THE TALKS WERE 
THE SECRETARY OF STATE OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA AND 
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ASSISTANT TO THE PRESIDENT EOR NATIONAL SECURITY AEEAIRS, 

HENRY A. KISSINGER, AND MEMBER OE THE POLITBURO OP THE CENTRAL 
COMMITTEE OF THE CPSU, MINISTER OP POREIGN APFAIRS OF THE 
USSR, A.A. GROMYKO. 

THEY DISCUSSED A BROAD RANGE OF QUESTIONS DEALING 
WITH AMERICAN-SOVIET RELATIONS AND THE CURRENT INTERNATIONAL 
SITUATION. 

ALSO TAKING PART IN THE TALKS WERE: 

ON THE AMERICAN SIDE WALTER J. STOESSEL, JR., 

AMBASSADOR OP THE USA TO THE USSR; HELMUT SONNENPELDT, 
COUNSELOR OP THE DEPARTMENT OP STATE; ARTHUR A. HARTMAN, 
ASSISTANT SECRETARY OP STATE FOR EUROPEAN APFAIRS; 

LIEUTENANT GENERAL BRENT SCOWCROPT, DEPUTY ASSISTANT TO 
THE PRESIDENT EOR NATIONAL SECURITY APFAIRS; AND WILLIAM 
HYLAND, OFFICIAL OF THE DEPARTMENT OP STATE. 

ON THE SOVIET SIDE A.P. DOBRYNIN, AMBASSADOR OP 
THE USSR TO THE USA; A.M. ALEKSANDROV, ASSISTANT TO THE 
GENERAL SECRETARY OF THE CENTRAL COMMITTEE OP THE CPSU; AND 
G.M. KORNIYENKO, MEMBER OP THE COLLEGIUM OP THE MINISTRY 
OP POREIGN AEEAIRS OP THE USSR.

THE UNITED STATES OP AMERICA AND THE SOVIET UNION 
REAFPIRMED THEIR DETERMINATION TO DEVELOP PURTHER THEIR 
RELATIONS IN THE DIRECTION DEFINED BY THE FUNDAMENTAL JOINT 
DECISIONS AND BASIC TREATIES AND AGREEMENTS CONCLUDED BETWEEN 
THE TWO STATES IN RECENT YEARS. 

THEY ARE CONVINCED THAT THE COURSE OP AMERICAN- 
SOVIET RELATIONS, DIRECTED TOWARDS STRENGTHENING WORLD PEACE, 
DEEPENING THE RELAXATION OF INTERNATIONAL TENSIONS AND EXPAND- 
ING MUTUALLY BENEPICIAL COOPERATION OP STATES WITH DIPFERENT 
SOCIAL SYSTEMS MEETS THE VITAL INTERESTS OP THE PEOPLES OF 
BOTH STATES AND OTHER PEOPLES. 

BOTH SIDES CONSIDER THAT BASED ON THE AGREEMENTS 
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REACHED BETWEEN THEM IMPORTANT RESULTS HAVE BEEN ACHIEVED IN 
PUNDAMENTALLY RESHAPING AMERICAN-SOVIET RELATIONS ON THE BASIS 
OP PEACEFUL COEXISTENCE AND EQUAL SECURITY. THESE RESULTS 
ARE A SOLID POUNDATION FOR PROGRESS IN RESHAPING SOVIET- 
AMERICAN RELATIONS. 

ACCORDINGLY, THEY INTEND TO CONTINUE, WITHOUT A 
LOSS IN MOMENTUM, TO EXPAND THE SCALE AND INTENSITY OP THEIR 
COOPERATIVE EPFORTS IN ALL SPHERES AS SET PORTH IN THE AGREE- 
MENTS THEY HAVE SIGNED SO THAT THE PROCESS OP IMPROVING RELA- 
TIONS BETWEEN THE US AND USSR WILL CONTINUE WITHOUT INTER- 
RUPTION AND WILL BECOME IRREVERSIBLE. 
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MUTUAL DETERMINATION WAS EXPRESSED TO CARRY OUT 
STRICTLY AND EULLY THE MUTUAL OBLIGATIONS UNDERTAKEN BY THE 
US AND THE USSR IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE TREATIES AND AGREE- 
MENTS CONCLUDED BETWEEN THEM.

SPECIAL CONSIDERATION WAS GIVEN IN THE COURSE OE 
THE TALKS TO A PIVOTAL ASPECT OF SOVIET- AMERICAN RELATIONS: 
MEASURES TO ELIMINATE THE THREAT OF WAR AND TO HALT THE ARMS 
RACE. 

BOTH SIDES REAFFIRM THAT THE AGREEMENTS REACHED 
BETWEEN THE US AND THE USSR ON THE PREVENTION OF NUCLEAR 
WAR AND THE LIMITATION OF STRATEGIC ARMS ARE A GOOD BEGIN- 
NING IN THE PROCESS OF CREATING GUARANTEES AGAINST THE OUT- 
BREAK OF NUCLEAR CONFLICT AND WAR IN GENERAL. THEY EXPRESSED 
THEIR DEEP BELIEF IN THE NECESSITY OF PROMOTING THIS PROCESS 
AND EXPRESSED THEIR HOPE THAT OTHER STATES WOULD CONTRIBUTE 
TO IT AS WELL. FOR THEIR PART THE US AND THE USSR WILL CON- 
TINUE TO EXERT VIGOROUS EFFORTS TO ACHIEVE THIS HISTORIC TASK. 

A JOINT STATEMENT ON THE QUESTION OF LIMITING 
STRATEGIC OFFENSIVE ARMS IS BEING RELEASED SPEARATELY. 

BOTH SIDES STRESSED ONCE AGAIN THE IMPORTANCE AND 
NECESSITY OF A SERIOUS EFFORT AIMED AT PREVENTING THE DANGERS 
CONNECTED WITH THE SPREAD OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS IN THE WORLD. 
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IN THIS CONNECTION THEY STRESSED THE IMPORTANCE OF INCREASING 
THE EFFECTIVENESS OF THE TREATY ON THE NON-PROLIFERATION OF 
NUCLEAR WEAPONS. 

IT WAS NOTED THAT, IN ACCORDANCE WITH PREVIOUS 
AGREEMENTS, INITIAL CONTACTS WERE WSTABLISHED BETWEEN REPRE- 
SENTATIVES OF THE US AND OF THE USSR ON QUESTIONS RELATED 
TO UNDERGROUND NUCLEAR EXPLOSIONS FOR PEACEFUL PURPOSES, 

TO MEASURES TO OVERCOME THE DANGERS OF THE USE OF ENVIRON- 
MENTAL MODIFICATION TECHNIQUES FOR MILITARY PURPOSES, AS 
WELL AS MEASURES DEALING WITH THE MOST DANGEROUS LETHAL 
MEANS OF CHEMICAL WARFARE. IT WAS AGREED TO CONTINUE AN 
ACTIVE SEARCH FOR MUTUALLY ACCEPTABLE 
SOLUTION OF THESE QUESTIONS.

IN THE COURSE OF THE MEETING AN EXCHANGE OF VIEWS 
WAS HELD ON A NUMBER OF INTERNATIONAL ISSUES: SPECIAL 
ATTENTION WAS GIVEN TO NEGOTIATIONS ALREADY IN PROGRESS IN 
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WHIH THE TWO SIDES ARE PARTICIPANTS AND WHICH ARE DESIGNED 
TO REMOVE EXISTING SOURCES OF TENSION AND TO BRING ABOUT 
THE STRENGTHENING OF INTERNATIONAL SECURITY AND WORLD 
PEACE. 

HAVING REVIEWED THE SITUATION AT THE CONFERENCE 
ON SECURITY AND COOPERATION IN EUROPE, BOTH SIDES CONCLUDED 
THAT THERE IS A POSSIBILITY FOR ITS EARLY SUCCESSFUL CON- 
CLUSION. THEY PROCESED FROM THE ASSUMPTION THTAT THE RESULTS 
ACHIEVED IN THE COURSE OF THE CONFERENCE WILL PERMIT ITS 
CONCLUSION AT THE HIGHEST LEVEL AND THUS BE COMMENSURATE 
WITH ITS IMPORTANCE IN ENSURING THE PEACEFUL FUTURE OF 
EUROPE. 

THE USA AND THE USSR ALSO ATTACH HIGH IMPORTANCE 
TO THE NEGOTIATIONS ON MUTUAL REDUCTION OF FORECE AND ARMA- 
MENTS AND ASSOCIATED MEASURES IN CENTRAL EUROPE. THEY AGREE 
TO CONTRIBUTE ACTIVELY TO THE SEARCH FOR MUTUALLY ACCEPTABLE 
SOLUTIONS ON THE BASIS OF THE PRINCIPLE OF UNDIMINISHED 
SECURITY FOR ANY OF THE PARTIES AND THE PREVENTION OF UNI- 
LATERAL MILITARY ADVANTAGES. 
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HAVING DISCUSSED THE SITUATION EXISTING IN THE 
EASTERN MEDITERRANEAN, BOTH SIDES STATE THEIR FIRM SUPPORT 
FOR THE INDEPENDENCE, SOVEREIGNTY AND TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY 
OF CYPRUS AND WILL MAKE EVEY EFFORT IN THIS DIRECTION. 

THEY CONSIDER THAT A JUST SETTLEMENT OF THE CYPRUS QUESTION 
MUST BE BASED ON THE STRICT IMPLEMENTATION OF THE RESOLUTIONS 
ADOPTED BY THE SECURITY COUNCIL AND GTHE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 
THE UNITED NATIONS REGARDING CYPRUS. 

IN THE COURSE OF THE EXCHANGE OF VIEWS ON THE MIDDLE 
EAST BOTH SIDES EXPRESSED THEIR CONCERN WITH REGARD TO THE 
DANGEROUS SITUATION IN THAT REGION. THEY REAFFIRMED THEIR 
INTENTION TO MAKE EVERY EFFORT TO PROMOTE A SOLUTION OF THE 
KEY ISSUES OF A JUST AND LASTING PEACE IN THAT AREA ON THE 
BASPL OF THE UNITED NATIONS RESOLUTION 338. 

THE SIDES BELIEVE THAT THE GENEVA CONFFERENCE SHOULD 
PLAY AN IMPORTANT PART IN THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A JUST AND 
LASTING PEACE IN THE MIDDLE EAST, AND SHOULD RESUME ITS 
WORK AS SOON AS POSSIBLE. 

IV 

THE STATE OF RELATIONS WAS REVIEWED IN THE FIELD 
OF COMMERCIAL, ECONOMIC, SCIEENTIFIC AND TECHNICAL TIES 
BETWEEN THE USA AND THE USSR. BOTH SIDES CONFIRMED THE 
GREAT IMPORTANCE WHICH FURTHER PROGRESS IN THESE FIELDS 
WOULD HAVE FOR SOVIET AMERICAN RELATIONS, AND EXPRESSED 
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THEIR FIRM INTENTION TO CONTINUE THE BROADENING AND DEEPENING 
OF MUTUALLY ADVANTAGEOUS COOPERATION. 

THE TWO SIDES EMPHASIZED THE SPECIAL IMPORTANCE 
ACCORDED BY THEM TO THE DEVELOPMENT ON A LONG TERM BASIS 
OF COMMERCIAL AND ECONOMIC COOPERATION, INCLUDING MUTUALLY 
BENEFICIAL LARGE-SCALE PROJECTS. THEY BELIEVE THAT SUCH 
COMMERCIAL AND ECONOMIC COOPERATION WILL SERVE THE CAUSE 
OF INCREASING THE STABILITY FO SO VIET- AMERICAN RELATIONS. 

BOTH SIDES NOTED WITH SATISFACTION THE PROGRESS 

IN THE IMPLEMENTATION OF AGREEMENTS AND IN THE DEVELOPMENT 
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OF TIE S AND COOPERATION BETWEEN THE US AND THE USSR IN TTHE 
FILEDS OF SCIENCE, TECHNOLOGY AND CULTURE. THEY ARE CON- 
VINCED THAT THE CONTINUED EXPANSION OF SUCH COOPERATION WILL 
BENEFIT THE PEOPLES OF BOTH COUNTRIES AND WILL BE AN IMPOR- 
COFTRIBUTION TO THE SOLUTION OF WORLD-WIDE SCIENTIFIC AND 
TECHNICAL PROBLEMS. 

THE TALKS WERE HELD IN AN ATMOSPHERE OF FRANKNESS 
AND MUTUAL UNDERSTANDING, REFLECTING THE CONSTRUCTIVE 
DESIRE OF BOTH SIDES TO STRENGTHEN AND DEVELOP FURTHER 
THE PEACEFUL COOPERATIVE RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN THE USA DND 
THE USSR, AND TO ENSURE PROGRESS IN THE SOLUTION OF OUT- 
STANDING INTERNATIONAL PROBELSM IN THE INTERESTS OF PRE- 
SERVING AND STRENGTHENING PEACE. 

THE RESULTS OF THE TALKS PROVIDED A CONVINCING 
DEMONSTRATION OF THE PRACTICAL VALUE OF SO VIET- AMERICAN 
SUMMIT MEETINGS AND THEIR EXCEPTIONAL IMPORTANCE IN TTHE 
SHAPING OF A NEW RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES 
OF AMERICA AND THE SOVIET UNION. 

PRESIDENT FORD REAFFIRMED THE INVITATION TO 
L. I. BREZHNEV TO PAY AN OFFICIAL VISIT TO THE UNITED STATES 
IN 1975. THE EXACT DATE OF THE VISIT WILL BE AGREED UPON 
LATER
